Ginger may increase the 
absorption of other drugs, 80 if 
you are on prescription medica- 
tion, check with your doctor 
about potential problems. 

Those who take drugs that 
prevent clotting, such as 
Coumadin, aspirin, Plavid or 
Ticlid should only take ginger 
under a doctor’s supervision.

An adverse reaction could 
result in excess bleeding. 

And as.I mentioned earlier, 
pregnant women should check 
with their doctor to determine 
whether or not.it is safe for 
them to consume giáger, and if 
so, how much they should take.

This is especially important 
if you äre on prescription med- 
ications because some drugs 
interact badly with foods that 
would otherwise be considered 
healthy.

It is usually limited to one finger, 
and causes pain, swelling, and blis- 
ters on the finger. It also may lead to 
swollen lymph glands near the elbow 
or in the axilla. As with most Herpes 
virus infections, signs and symptoms 
last 2 to 3 weeks, resolve sponta- 
neously, and may recur in the same 
area in the future.

Believe it 
ornot, a bomb, even a nuclear 


device, would ave very yery little 
Abimpact оп a tropical cyclone. As 
a hurricane researcher put it 


^ A hurricane is the” strongest 
“storm on Earth, releasing heat 
energy at а rate of 50 trillion to 
200 trillion watts. That's the 
equivalent of a 10-megaton 
nuclear bomb exploding about 


$ every 20 minutes. 


No, you can't bomb a hurri- 
cane, all you can do is try to 
stay out of its way. But some- 
times a storm can turn into a 
bomb. 

That's what happened last 
week as the first Nor'easter of 
the séason swept across the 


states. From North Carolina to 
Maine, heavy snow, gusty 
winds and frigid temperatures 
made life miserable for millions 
of people. 

A meteorological bomb is a 
storm system that is unusually 
intense and develops rapidly, a 
storm that literally explodes 
like a bomb. The central pres- 


- sure drops like a rock, as much 
аз 24 millibars in 24 hours. 


Some storms have infensified 
as rapidly as 60 millibars in à 
24-hour period. 

Creating one of these meteo- 


' rological monsters requires a 


number of weather parameters 
all in the right place at the 
right time. The ingredients 
include cold air, an intense 
upper-level disturbance riding 
along the jet stream and rela- 
tively warm temperatures in 
the ocean. 

Most. meteorological bombs 
form off the coast of the 
Carolinas, just like last week's 
big storm. The upper level dis- 
turbance is the fuel that fires 


the storm, turning it from a 


run-of-the-mill low pressure 
System into a monster with the 
power of a hurricane.

One of the most remarkable 
meteorological bombs was the 
Halloween storm of October 31, 
1991, the storm made famous 
by author Sebastian Junger in 
his book, "The Perfect Storm." 
With a central pressure of 972 
millibars and sustained winds 
of 60 knots, the storm produced 
extensive damage along the 
New England coast. 

Like a hurricane, bomb 
cyclones are rare, occürrin 
only once or twice a year. But 
when a meteorological bomb 
does explode it is an event that 
often’ re-writes the record book.
